Claim 1. (Amended) A cable comprising at least two conductor sets 
provided to run along the length of said cable, each of said conductor sets including at 
least two conductors twisted or wound around each other, said conductor sets kept 
physically spaced apart as they run along said cable, said cable further including an 
elongate member which spaces said conductor sets apart by a distance of at least 1 
mm along the cable and wherein said elongate member acts as an elongate spacing 
member comprising a core or wall and said conductor sets are located within said core 
or wall as integral parts, — wherein said elongate member has a cross shaped cross 
section and each of said conductor sets is located at an end of one of the arms of the 



cross shaped cross section 
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3. In claim 5, line 2, change "housing a conductor set " to -housing at least one of 
said conductor sets --. 

4. In claim 22, line 1 change "the degree " to -a degree --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5, 8-11, 14-16, 18, 20-22, 24 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 1, 3, 5, 8-11, 14-16, 18, 20-22, 24 and 27, prior arts do not teach or 
suggest the combination of a cable with at least two conductor sets provided to run 
along the length of said cable, each of said conductor sets including at least two 
conductors twisted or wound around each other, with an elongate member which 
spaces said conductor sets apart, wherein each of said conductor sets is located at an 
end of one of the arms of the cross shaped cross section of the elongate member.
